Medical Supervision at Rest Centres 


The Ministry of Health asks local authorities in London to 
arrange for a medical officer of the borough council, or a 
medical practitioner acting on its behalf, to pay a daily visit 
to each emergency rest centre in the borough, and for a medi- 
cal officer to be on call at any time for special or emergency 
attendance. At the daily visit the doctor should himself give 
appropriate treatment or advise the patient where to go, and 
should arrange for removal to hospital where this is necessary. 
It is hoped that the work will be done by the borough council's 
regular medical staff, but should it be necessary to engage addi- 
tional medical practitioners then they should be paid in accord- 
ance with the scale agreed with the British Medical Association 
as follows: (1) For daily visits, two guineas a week for two 
centres which are in use in the borough (or where there is 
only one), and three guineas a week up to a maximum of five 
centres. (2) For emergency calls: (a) if not more than two 
persons are treated and the attendance does not exceed hall 
an hour, 10s. 6d. ; (») if more than two persons are treated or 
if the attendance exceeds half an hour, £1 Is.; (c) if the 
attendance exceeds one hour and does not exceed two hours, 
£1 Ils. 6d. Practitioners should be engaged on the under- 
standing that they receive a week's notice of termination or 
any alteration in the terms of their employment. 


CENTRAL Mepicat War COMMITTEE, 


EMPLOYMENT OF ALIEN PRACTITIONERS 


The Home Office Medical Advisory Committee, which is 
composed of representatives of the Royal College of 
Physicians, the Royal College of Surgeons, the University of 
London, the Society of Apothecaries, and the British Medical 
Association, has recently considered the effects of the war 
situation on the position of alien medical practitioners who 
had, before the outbreak of war, received permission from the 
Home Office io practise their profession in the United King- 
dom. The committee has not concerned itself with questions 
of internment or release from internment, as these are matters 
of public policy, but has confined its attention to the difficulties 
which have been experienced by friendly aliens in securing 
employment. 

On the general question the Home Office has recently 
informed the committee that where release or exemption from 
internment is allowed objection is not raised to the continuance 
of activities for which sanction had previously been given. 
The Government has thought it right that so far as possible 
doctors and medical students of enemy nationality should not 
remain in protected areas, but where it can be shown that it 
.is essential for the purpose of private practice or study or 
employment in a hospital or similar institution that an alien 
practitioner should continue in a protected area, permission is, 
generally speaking, granted. 

There have been special difficulties in the way of the 
employment of enemy aliens in hospitals receiving patients 
from the Services. Soon after the outbreak of war. the Home 
Office directed that no alien should be employed, without 
permission from the Home Office, in a hospital which may 
or might provide treatment for members of the Forces. The 
Order was administered by the Aliens War Service Department. 


In June and July, 1940, further Orders were mac cecting all 
hospitals providing such treatment and employing the services 
of persons of enemy nationality to dispense forthwith with the 
services of such persons. The friendly aliens affected by the 
Orders fall mainly into four classes: (1) The fifty Austrian 
and the fifty Czech practitioners who were selected by the 
Medical Advisory Committee to settle in practice here after 
obtaining a British qualification. (2) The 180 German practi- 
tioners permitted to practise here by the Home Office before 
the creation of the Advisory Committee. (3) Research scholars 
who have been given permission to hold hospital appointments 
without the right to practise. (4) Medical practitioners who 
have received the whole of their medical education in the 
United Kingdom. 

The committee has been chiefly concerned with the fourth 
group, in which it is estimated there are about eighty practi- 
tioners. These young practitioners have lived in Great Britain 
for at least seven years and often considerably longer. They 
have become, to a great extent, anglicized in thought and 
mode of living, and their outlook in their profession is similar 
to that of their British colleagues. Many of them would by 
now, but for the outbreak of hostilities, have been naturalized 
British subjects. The effect of the Orders on this group 
has been to deprive newly qualified alien practitioners of any 
opportunity of serving as house-surgeon or physician, for 
under the Emergency Medical Service scheme there are very 
few hospitals which do not or might not receive Service 
patients. 

The Medical Advisory Committee accordingly made repre- 
sentations to the Home Office and the Ministry of Health that 
if individual members of the four groups mentioned above 
were considered by the Home Office to be fit for exemption or 
release from internment, they should be permitted to continue 
to practise in accordance with the terms of their original 
permit. It asked that special consideration might be given to 
the fourth group. As the result of these representations 
further discussion took place between the Home Office, the 
Ministry of Health, and the Service Departments, and a new 
circular has just been issued which permits enemy aliens to 
be employed in hospitals in non-protected areas, subject to 
the following conditions: 

(a) The employment of aliens of enemy nationality must be on 
the understanding that, in the event of invasion or other serious 
military situation which would make it necessary for the military 
authorities to take full control of the area, the military authorities 
may find it necessary to order the immediate removal from the 
hospital of the persons in question. 

(b) Every effort should be made to segregate Service patients 
in separate wards, and the aliens must not be employed in wards 
set aside for this purpose. 

(c) Wherever practicable, alien doctors and nurses should be 
employed only in wards where British doctors and nurses are also 
engaged. 

(d) The number of aliens of enemy nationality who may be 
employed in a hospital must be limited in relation to the total 
staff. For this purpose account should be taken of the following 
categories of staff—that is, doctors, nurses (including massage 
staff), other professional anc technical workers (including labora- 
tory and research staff), students and domestic staff (including 
voluntary workers such as stretcher-bearers). Within any of these 
categories not more than 10°, of the personnel (or 20%, in the case 
of hospitals of fewer than 100 beds) may be aliens of enemy 
nationality. 

An individual permit from the Aliens War Service Depart- 
ment is required before an alien can be employed in a 
hospital which may provide treatment for Service patients. 
It is stated that such a permit is not /kely to be 
refused unless it is found that there is reason to think that 
the applicant might be a danger to national security. The 
arrangements for protected areas remain as before. 
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After consideration of this circular the Medical yore 
Committee raised no objection to conditions (a), (c), and (d), 
but it is making representations to the Home Office and the 
Ministry of Health asking that the second condition might 
receive further consi¢ccration. It is felt that the condition is 
impracticable and will not remove the difficulty which prac- 
titioners in the fourth group at present find in obtaining house 
posts, for a house-physician or surgeon is allocated to a par- 
ticular senior member of the hospital staff, and if this senior 
officer's work takes him into the Service wards the house- 
physician or surgeon must, in accordance with hospital 
organization, accompany him there and make night rounds 
there. The exclusion of aliens employed as house-physicians 
and surgeons from wards containing Service patients would 
thus involve serious difficulties of organization in hospitals. 

Another question which is engaging the attention of the 
committee is the possibility of utilizing in the national war 
effort the services of practitioners of allied nationality who 
are for the present refugees in Great Britain.

Correspondence 


Medical Calling-up 


Sir,—I am interested in your correspondence (Supplement, 
November 16, p. 42). Does “Civilian” really represent the 
general impression among civilian medical practitioners of 
the position regarding the supply of medical officers for the 
Services, and the Army in particular? He states: “One 
hears on all sides the very reverse—that is, the difficulty of 
getting into the Services, the closure of Army lists, the waiting 
lists, etc.” From where has this hearsay evidence been 
produced? 

The above statement by “Civilian” is a complete mis- 
statement of fact, and it is time the profession realized the 
“true state of affairs.” Medical practitioners under the age 
of 35 years are urgently required for the Army, and the 
numbers who have been or are being called up for com- 
mission fall far short of the needs of this Service. There 
must be middle-aged practitioners and others younger who are 
unfit fof general service in the Forces who would be only too 
glad to obtain employment in civilian appointments, in E.M.S. 
hospitals, or in general practices. By being so appointed 
they would release many young fit men to fill the urgent 
demands of field force units, and at the same time render the 
best service to their country. 

No one who really thinks has any doubts about the good 
work done by practitioners, whether civilians or Service 
medical officers. The most important issue is that the war 
must be won. To win, the fighting Services must have 
medical officers in adequate numbers with them in the field to 
prevent disease, care for the sick and wounded, and to main- 
tain a system of evacuation of casualties so that the path to 
victory is not impeded. It is therefore the duty of young 
doctors in the profession to rally to their country’s call and 
give their services where they are most needed. 

All who read the Journal will by now know that the channel 
for submission of applications for commissions is through 
Local Medical War Committees or to the Central Medical 
War Committee, B.M.A. House, Tavistock Square, W.C.1, the 
latter body being the direct source of supply of medical officers 
to the War Office. 

“ Civilian ” would render a real service to the country if he

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General Council of Medical Education 
and Registration 
Winter Session 


The winter session of the General Medical Council was 
opened at the Council’s offices, Hallam Street, W., on 
Tuesday, November 26, under the presidency of Mr. 
Eason, C.B., C.M.G. 


PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS 


__ Mr. Eason proceeded to deliver the following address from 
the chair: 

At this, the 152nd, session of the Council we meet in times 
of danger and uncertainty. Fortunately the administrative 
and domestic staff have been able to carry on the work of 
the Council with no loss of efficiency. Owing, however. to 
disturbance of transport and communications their task has 
been difficult and has involved them in much personal incon- 
venience and loss of leisure time. 1 am sure the Council 


would like to convey to each and every member of the staff - 


their appreciation of this ungrudging service in these 
hazardous conditions. 

The question whether this session of the Council should 
be held here, transferred elsewhere, postponed, or cancelled 
has given me considerable anxiety. To hold the session else- 
where in a place of safety—and such places are few—would 
have caused administrative difficulties and public inconvenience. 
It would have involved the transference of the administrative 
staff and a mass of documents, and the attendance out of 
London of accused practitioners, their legal advisers, witnesses, 
and representatives of the Press, all of whom would have been 
put to expense for travelling and subsistence. As the majority 
of the practitioners who have been summoned to appear before 
the Council are ordinarily resident in London, it might have 
been felt that the public convenience was being sacrificed to 
the convenience of the Council. It appeared to me that the 
decision lay between postponement and carrying on here. It 
is impossible to say whether circumstances will materially alter, 
and postponement might have only meant facing a similar 
problem in the near future. The members of the Council were 
circularized to ascertain whether they would find it con- 
venient or possible to attend, and a number more than sufficient 
to comply with the statutory requirements for a quorum having 
expressed their willingness to attend, | decided that the session 
should be held here on the prescribed date. In this decision 
I am fortified by the fact that the High Court of Justice is still 
sitting in London, and that all workers in all factories have 
been urged to carry on their work notwithstanding air raids. 
I felt that members of the Council would wish to face what- 
ever risks there might be with equal determination. 


Personal Matters 


Since the last meeting of the Council two former members 
of the Council have passed away. Prof. Emeritus William 
Russel represented the Royal College of Physicians of Edin- 
burgh for twenty years from 1913 to 1933. He was one of 
the four members of the Council who survived from 1914-18 
to the outbreak of the present war. His quiet manner but 
resolute mind were highly appreciated on the Council, and 
he served with great benefit to the Council on the Examination 
and Public Health Committees. Mr. Francis James Steward 
represented the Royal College of Surgeons from 1932 to 1936, 
and served on the Education Committee. Endowed with more 
than usual shrewd and hard-headed common sense, he served 
the Council effectively with the minimum of unnecessary 
speech. We have to regret the loss that the Council has 
sustained by the retirement of Prof. Waterston, who repre- 
sented the University of St. Andrews from 1930 until June of 
this year. He served on the Examination Committee from 
1930 to 1932, and on the Education Committee from 1932 to 
1940, and rendered valuable service to the Dental Board as 
one of the Council's representatives. He was a wise and tactful 
colleague, and was vigilant to secure punctilious observance 
of Standing Orders relating to conduct of business. In his 


place we welcome the appointment of Dr. Daniel Fowler 
Cappell, Dean of the Faculty of Medicine and Professor of 
Pathology in the University of St. Andrews. His extensive 
knowledge of the problems of medical education will be of 
value to the Council. 


Temporary Registration for Canadian and U.S.A. Doctors 


Since the last meeting of the Council a Defence Regulation 
(32B) has been passed which enables practitioners legally 
entitled to practise in any territory outside the United Kingdem 
to which the Regulation is applied, or in any part of that 
territory, to be temporarily registered in the Colonial List or 
in the Foreign List of the Medical Register, as may be appro- 
priate, for a period not longer than the period of the present 
emergency, if it is shown to the satisfaction of the Council 
that the practitioners fulfil the prescribed conditions. The 
Regulation is to be applied to territories, and the conditions 
of temporary registration are to be prescribed, by Orders 
made under the Regulation by the Minister of Health, the 
Home Secretary, and the Secretary of State for Scotland, 
acting jointly. On September 14 an Order was made by the 
Ministers applying the Regulation to each of the Provinces of 
Canada and to the United States of America. The Order 
préscribes as conditions of temporary registration that appli- 
cants (1) shall be British subjects or citizens of the United 
States ; (2) shall be of good character; and (3) shall hold a 
medical diploma or diplomas granted, as the case may be, in 
a Province of Canada or in the United States, which is recog- 
nized for the time being by the Council for the purpose of 
the Order as furnishing a sufficient guarantee of the possession 
of the requisite professional knowledge and skill. 


The way is thus opened to our colleagues in Canada and 
in the United States who wish to give practical expression to 
their belief that our country’s cause is their cause by placing 
their professional services at the disposal of the authorities 
here so long as the emergency lasts. The Defence Regulation 
and Order are important in the history of medical legislation 
in that by them a condition intermediate between that of 
being unregistered and that of being registered (subiect to the 
operation of certain sections of the Act of 1858) for life has 
been defined. These measures give additional powers to the 
Council during the present emergency, and provide an admir- 
able precedent for similar emergencies in the future. 


End of Reciprocity with Italy 


An end has been put by an Order in Council of October 11 
to the reciprocal relations with Italy which were entered into 
nearly forty years ago in 1901. The history of the negotiaticns 
which led up to the establishment of these relations, and of 
the circumstances which preceded their severance, is too long 
for me to relate in this address. The right of persons whose 
names have been already entered on the Foreign List of the 
Register by virtue of recognized diplomas granted in Italy is, 
in accordance with subsection (2) of section 17 of the Act 
of 1886, not prejudiced by the new position ; but | may permit 
myself to say that for the greater part of the long period 
during which reciprocity with Italy existed in name she was 
taking privileges far more extensive than any that she gave. 

During the session the Council will receive oral reports from 
the chairman of the Education, Public Health, and Pharma- 
copoeia Commitices. 

I regret to have to call the attention of the Council to 
the heavy list of penal cases. I have no doubt, however, that 
the Council will deal with these with such dispatch as is 
compatible with justice to the accused practitioners, and that 
we may hope to conclude ihe business of the Council within 
a reasonable time, thus enabling members and others to return 
to their homes and comparative, though only comparative, 
safety. 


The notice of suspension concerning Dr. John Alexander 
Ross of Aberdeen and Brora, Sutherland, has been cancelled. 
Until further notice Dr. Ross is not authorized to be in 
possession of any of the drugs to which the Dangerous Drugs 
Regulations apply. 
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DIPHTHERIA IMMUNIZATION 


Recognizing that diphtheria may increase this winter as the 
result of the public use of air-raid shelters and the congested 
conditions in which the public sleep and travel, the Ministry 
of Health urges local authorities in London (Circular 2220) to 
make special efforts to secure the immunization of as many 
of the children remaining in London as possible. The Minis- 
try is prepared to reimburse the London County Council with 
the cost of the immunizing material, and the L.C.C. will i 

turn supply the material free of charge to metropolitan 
boroughs. Consent is given in the circular to the provision 
of immunization facilities in those boroughs which have not 
already received such consent, provided all arrangements are 
under the general supervision of the medical officer of health. 
The aim should be the immunization of as many children. of 
pre-school age as possible as well as of children of school 
age. Local authorities are asked to consult with the L.C.C. 
on the best means of persuading parents and guardians of the 
importance of immunization, and the services of health visitors 
and maternity and child welfare workers should be utilized 
for this educative work as well as the school medical service. 
It is suggested that advice may be given orally by doctors, 
nurses, and other workers and by posters and leaflets in 
air-raid shelters.
